Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claims 1, 3, 4, 7, 8, 10, 11, 13, 14 and 17-19 are allowed. 

2. line following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The Examiner found Applicant's arguments, filed on 10/16/08, persuasive, 
and therefore considers that the references of the Prior Art of record fail to teach, or 
suggest any obvious combination of the limitations discussed in the previous Office 
Action, and further comprising the limitations of (With respect to claim 1) an upstream 
pipe having an end portion open into an expansion room; a downstream pipe having a 
first straight pipe portion, a first end portion thereof is opened in the expansion room, a 
second straight pipe portion and a second end portion thereof is opened outside of the 
expansion room; and an opening formed in a side face of the second straight pipe 
portion of the downstream pipe in the expansion room, the opening being formed in an 
elongated area extending substantially along a main axis of the downstream pipe, 
wherein the end portion of the upstream pipe and the first an end portion of the first 
straight pipe portion of the downstream pipe are opened towards the same direction, 
wherein the opening in the downstream pipe is positioned in an axial direction only 
between the end portion of the upstream pipe and the first the end portion of the first 
straight pipe portion of the downstream pipe.
